I sent a dispatch, and ho answered im- 
mediately that he declined the nomina- 
tion. The convention, however, refused 
to consider the information as authentic. 
They could not be made to understand 
this way of communication, and ndjouned 
the convention over to the next day, to 
enable a Committee to go to Washington 
by rail, where Mr.Wright was, and get 
at the tenth of the fact'! So we adjourn- 
ed over,and on the next day the commit- 
tee came back with the same answer we 
had received by the wire! Aud so iucred- 
tdous weje the great majority of the body, 
that after the final adjournment, many 
of us went to the telegraph office to see 
the wonderful invention, and, even when 
the wires were put in motion at our sug- 
gestion, many of the delegates shook 
their heads, and could not tut think the 
whole thing a deception.' '-Baltimore fiun.
